small area, and I think 
someone’s poisoned them.”

FIFTY-TWO yeeirs of devo¬ 
tion to the people of Kidder¬ 
minster have earned Fred 
Holland the town’s first 
Civic Award. 

Fred, aged 75, began 
raising money for hospitals 
and children after moving to 
the town in 1960.

A HOUSEHOLDER has won a battle to build a 
side extension to his home - despite bitter 
objections from his furious neighbours. 

Gerald Thomas faced protests from other people living in 
The Brake, Hagley, over plans to build a one-storey exten¬ 
sion at his property. The small housing development was 
designed by a leading architect in the 1960s and was an 
award-winner. 

Through the estate’s 
management company, Mr 
Thomas’s neighbours 
argued the development 
would bring an “unwanted 
change” to the appearance 
of the road. 

They were also concerned 
the extension would be 
“highly visible” and would 
set a precedent for other 
such developments. 

Mr Thomas took his case 
to the Upper Tribunal 
(Lands Chamber) after resi¬ 
dents voted against the 
extension 10 to six. 

Sight 

The Brake (Hagley) Man¬ 
agement Company Ltd 
pointed to a covenant 
restricting building work on 
the 18 plots. It described an 
offer by Mr Thomas to pay 
£300 to allay his neighbours’ 
concerns as “derisory”. 

Mr Thomas argued the 
consent to waive the anti¬ 
building covenant had been 
“unreasonably withheld”. 

He had offered to make 
the extension available for 
management meetings and

said the plan would not 
injure the privacy of any 
other resident. He said it 
would not fall within the 
sight line of other proper¬ 
ties. 

Tribunal judge Peter 
Francis, a fellow of the Royal 
Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors, found in favour 
of Mr Thomas. 

He said the extension, for 
which planning permission 
was already approved, was 
reasonable use for the land. 

He said it would be 
straightforward. Despite the 
architectural merits of The 
Brake it did not offer “such 
significant qualities or 
uniqueness or individual¬ 
ity”.

Plans for the hub include developing a 
youth theatre group, hosting live bands and 
extending the hire/use of the hall by the 
local community. 

More volunteers are needed, particularly 
those with organisational skills. 


“This is a big step forward for Stourport 
Town Council”, said Councillor Jim Parish, 
council leader. “We will seek professional 
advice as to whether this is a viable way 
forward.” 

Councillor John Holden, chairman of the 
steering group, said: “This development 
could lead to the ownership of a community 
hub by Stourport Town Council, on behalf of 
the people of Stourport, to preserve our 
theatre/hall for future generations.”

The HQ has been controversial. Some councillors said the 
cash could have been better spent in other areas but the 
council says consolidating services will save around 
£500,000 a year.

The life and rhymes of 
passionate poet Aer Reg 


THE folk of Cannock Chase 
are fortunate to have in their 
midst a poet of rare talent - 
Reg Fullelove BEM, of Heath 
Hayes. 

Reg, known as ‘Aer Reg’ is a man 
who is infused with a passion for his 
place and his people and by a belief that 
those yet to come must know of the 
lives led by those gone. 

Reg’s rare talent is that he is able to 
pass on history through moving, evoca¬ 
tive and sensitive poems that capture 
imaginations and empower young and 
old alike to see, touch, smell, taste and 
hear the past. 

Exciting 

And wonderfully, this ability to 
arouse the physical senses is matched 
by that of exciting the feelings of mind, 
soul and heart. 

For many years Reg, with his late 
wife Brenda, also gave talks to societies 
of all kinds and visited schools. Indeed

these visits were much more than talks 
for they embraced poetry and small 
exhibitions. 

A delver of distinction, Reg would 
bring with him prized possessions and 
memorabilia of days gone by, especially 
to enthuse young people with an inter¬ 
est and understanding of what had 
been before. 

This reaching out to the past for the 
sake of both the present and the future 
began back in the mid-1970s when 
Christopher Phipps was covering the 
Black Country area for what was then 
BBC Birmingham from 1974-80. 

During this period Christopher 
carried out many interviews that are 
now of importance historically, while 
he also produced and presented 


‘Wulfrun Echo’ for the station and 
made documentaries. Reg was an early 
contributor to ‘Wulfrun Echo’ and con¬ 
tinued to feature until it ended. 

It was then that Reg Fullelove took 
the writing name of ‘Aer Reg’.It was 
fitting that he did so for from that day 
onwards he belonged to Cannock and 
its folk, as indeed he does to the wider 
West Midlands. 

He is no longer going out and about 
with his talks, yet Aer Reg still reaches 
out to us through his words and senti¬ 
ments. Some of his poems have been 
collected in a book called Three Pounds 
of Sugar. 

As Reg said: “So many times I’ve 
heard those words ‘when I was little’ 
and so I decided to create that world in 
book form”. 

Others have been gathered by his 
grand-daughter, who is a lecturer, into 
a booklet just for the family. It is called: 
30 Years of Aer Reg. The Stuff You’ve 
Loved.

Leader vows more say 


THE NEW Labour leader of Dudley 
Council has vowed to give the commu¬ 
nity a greater say in the way the 
authority is run as he outlined his pri¬ 
orities for the coming year. 

Less than a week after Labour swept 
to power in Dudley as the Conserva¬ 
tives’ support collapsed in the borough, 
Councillor David Sparks says he has 
already started the process of cutting 
red tape. He said that he would over¬ 
haul the current area committee 
system to involve residents more and 
ensure that their concerns are dis¬ 
cussed. 

And he said beauty spots such as 
Wrens Nest and Saltwells nature 
reserves in Dudley should be cele¬ 
brated for their “international signifi¬ 
cance”. Area committee meetings are 


currently held in Brierley Hill, Hale¬ 
sowen, Stourbridge and Central and 
North Dudley with the aim that local 
issues will be addressed. 

But Councillor Sparks said: “These 
meetings are usually a line of council¬ 
lors sitting opposite a line of officers 
talking about things that have no rele¬ 
vance to an area committee.” 

Taskforce 

He said the chairmen of the meet¬ 
ings would form a “taskforce” to look 
at how the structure can be changed to 
make it “more relevant to individuad 
communities”. 

And the number of meetings per 
year will be restored to four, after being 
reduced to three last year, he said. 

Councillor Sparks said he wanted to 


“re-establish Dudley’s green creden¬ 
tials” by building The Leasowes in 
Halesowen and Dudley’s nature 
reserves into a new tourism plan for 
the borough. 

He said: “Doulton’s Clay Pit at 
Saltwells is really important and parts 
of Wrens Nest date back to the founda¬ 
tion of science and geology.

Canals conjure up a welcoming 
picture of peace and tranquility 
but many years ago, the Midland 
waterways were a very different 
scene, as TOBY NEAL reports 

HARDSHIP? Don’t try that one 
with brothers Jim and Joe 
Edwards. They know what real 
hardship is all about. 

They were born and brought up on a 
working canal boat and were so poor that 
they got the strap from their father if they 



“Jim and I used to love to play football, so 
we had an old pair of shoes, and he had the 
left shoe and I had the right shoe,” said 81- 
year-old Joe. “We were the poorest of the 
oor. We weren’t dressed very well. I had a 
ig hole in my shoes, and my trousers were 
all ripped.” 

The entire family of six boys, six girls, and 
parents Noah and Mary (two other children 
died as babies), were crammed into two 
horse-drawn narrowboats, named Spade 
and Welcome, which plied with their cargoes 
on the Midland canal system and up to 
Ellesmere Port and back, working for Mid¬ 
lands and Coast Canal Carriers. 

Frozen 

All but the last two of the Edwards chil¬ 
dren were born on the boats. “We were 
taking wheat, flour, chocolate, foodstuff, 
from Ellesmere Port to Wolverhampton and 
Birmingham,” said 82-year-old Jim, from 
Fordhouses, Wolverhampton. 

“Once, we were taking an order of tubes 
from Halesowen to Ellesmere Port, and tied 
up for the night near Beeston Castle. 

“Next morning, the canal was frozen over, 
and we were stuck there for eight weeks.” 

Joe, from Oakengates, Telford, chipped 
in: “We had no food, water, or anything.” 

They used to sleep top to tail on a hard 
bench. “Lots of times during the summer we 
used to sleep on the cargo. We used to get a 
bag of straw and lie on that,” said Jim. 

There was a range for cooking. Meals 
would be cooked on the leading boat, and left 
on trays on the canalside to be collected as 
the following boat passed. The contents of 


the toilet pot would be emptied into the 
canal. 

With their travelling life, they never went 
to school. There was no great family tradi¬ 
tion of working on the canal. “In about 1908, 
my mother’s family lost their father, a Mr 
Wildy. They lived in Culwell Street, Wolver¬ 
hampton,” said Jim. “He passed on and left 
seven children. They could not afford to live 
there and were thrown out of the house by 
the bailiffs. The two eldest sons got a boat to 
live and work on, and that’s how they came 
to be on the canal.” 

Noah Edwards had known Mary when 
they were both at Walsall Street School in 
Wolverhampton, and seems to have taken 
up the canal life when they married. 

From about 1912 and through the First 
World War they worked for A & A Peate Ltd, 


of Maesbury, near Oswestry. “They used to 
fetch the meal and wheat and things like 
that from Ellesmere Port to the mill, and 
also deliver to farmers along the canad to 
Llangollen. My uncle Tom Wildy’s boat, 
named Margaret, was the last boat Peates 
had,” said Jim. 

In the mid-1980s there was modernisa¬ 
tion of a sort when the family got a motor- 
driven boat, the Apollo, which would tow 
Spade, meaning the end of duty for horses 
Jack and Moggie. Unfortunately, Apollo 
kept breaking down, and the family went for 
life on dry land in about 1937 or 1938. 

“We got off and lived in Broad Street in 
Wolverhampton. It meant we were able to go 
to school, for what was left of our school 
days. I made up by going to night school. I 
got a job after three days, on the railway, as 


a messenger boy on the Great Western 
Railway, at Herbert Street goods yard in 
Wolverhampton. I was on the railway for 49 
years and nine months,” said Jim, who was 
awarded the British Empire Medal in 1990. 

As for Joe, he went into factory work. 

Welcome appears no longer to exist but 
Spade and Apollo survive as leisure boats. 

A new owner of Spade found a 1930s 
photo taken at Bunbury locks showing the 
Edwards family and, thanks to the wonders 
of the internet, this led to him tracing the 
surviving members. 

On a nostalgic visit to his old home, Joe 
was initially unimpressed by the luxury on 
offer. Then he looked at the cabin. 

“I had the shock of my life. When I opened 
the door, it was exactly the same as I remem¬ 
bered when we were kids,” he said.

Marque continues to drive ahead on sales 


KIA’S April performance 
couldn’t quite match the 
record rainfall the country 
endured. 

But the brand continued its remark¬ 
able 2012 performance, delivering 5,120 
new vehicles to customers during the 
month. 

Although that figure was down by just 
over 100 units compared to the 
company’s record April at the height of 
scrappage in 2010, the market share in 
April rose to 3.6 per cent - continuing a 
dramatic growth rate so far this year. 

Total sales so far in 2012 reached 


22,331, up from 18,311 in 2011.

“Although the UK economy is not yet 
out of the woods, there are signs that 
growth may come back slowly, but 
steadily. 

“Retail sales are holding up strongly 


and business sales are also showing 
improvement. 

“For Kia, our European-built product 
is continuing to prove remarkably suc¬ 
cessful with existing Cee’d, Venga and 
Sportage all playing their parts. 

“When the all-new cee’d arrives in 
June we expect the performance of our 
European-built models to go still higher. 

“It clearly demonstrates that if you 
are building attractive, quality new cars 
at a fair price, there are customers 
willing to support you,” Mr Cole added.

New Wolves manager 
Stale Solbakken 


It's a gamble, concedes Morgan 


WOLVES have unveiled little- 
known Norwegian Stale Solbakken 
as their new manager - with chair¬ 
man Steve Morgan admitting the 
appointment is a gamble. 

But Morgan has insisted the 
former Norway international will 
prove a hit in the Molineux hot-seat. 

The multi-millionaire believes his 
choice, who won five Danish 
Superliga titles in six years at 
Copenhagen, is a risk that can pay 
off handsomely. 

“It’s always a gamble - of course it 
is, when you appoint any new 
manager - but we don’t believe that 
just because he’s not well known in

England, that it’s a problem,” said 
Morgan. 

“He’s a veteran of the Champions 
League, he has won lots of silver¬ 
ware as a player and as a manager, 
and of course he will have money to 
spend. 

“It’s only a brave appointment in 
the sense that Stale (pronounced 
Storler) is not well-known in the UK 
but he’s a legend in Scandinavia and 
northern Europe and his record 
ranks up there with the best.” 

Morgan revealed Wolves had 


interviewed only two candidates 
this time - Solbakken and outgoing 
boss Terry Connor. 

Wolves are planning two back¬ 
room appointments under the new 
boss. They plan to have a European- 
style sporting director - called a 
“football development director” - 
and an assistant coach, expected to 
be Solbakken’s long-term assistant 
Bard Wiggen. 

The football development director 
will be appointed by, and report to, 
chief executive Jez Moxey. The new 
role hasn’t yet been clearly defined, 
but he will assist Solbakken. 

Solbakken confirmed: “I trust the 


guys already here but I want to add 
one or two new people. It’s too early 
to say who I will bring.” 

Solbakken insists he is fit for duty 
- after challenging the media to a 
race. 

The 44-year-old former midfielder 
was forced to retire from playing in 
2001 when he had a cardiac arrest 
on the training pitch when he was at 
Copenhagen, similar to Bolton mid¬ 
fielder Fabrice Muamba in March. 

He said: “For me it was a defect I 
had from birth. I haven’t been trou¬ 
bled before, nor afterwards. If you 
want me to run with you, I will beat 
you 10 times out of 10.”
